a degrée of spiritual frecdom which very. 
few attain,—that there are, for most people, 
what’ we may call codventional moralities, 
for which, without being~able to assort 
their moral obligation, they conid not but 
saorificd not only themsolvés, ‘but not un- 
frequently those dependent on them. ..And 
“these conventional. moralities: are so very. 
often conditions of the happiness of: na. 
tions, that were they to vanish before the 
whole: motale ‘of society had gained a‘ very 
high standard, nations would suffer other- 
wise far-more-than they. ever suffer from.
